18 
miles north of this city on the Port 
Washington road, last night. 


Gaining entrance into the house on 


the pretext of using the telephone, 
two of the bandits ordered the occu- 
pants to hold up their hands. Mrs. 
Hoyer. not 
understanding 
English 


well, hesitated and the bandits at once 
opened fire. 
She fell with two bul- 


let wounds, one in her forehead and 
one in her side. 


Moritz Iloycr, who wig 
upstairs, 


rushed down at the sound of the fir- 
ing and was greeted with a shower 
of bullets and fell rnorUUlv wounded. 


Emily Hoyer was wounded when 


three bullets were sent into her arm. 
She is believed to be crippled for life. 


Benjamin Koopman, hired hand and 


fiance 
of 
Emily 
Hoyer, 
escaped 


through a ram of bullets, uninjured 
anil rushing outside, shouted for help. 
His escape disconcerted the two ban- 
dits in the house and they joined the 
two on the outside and fled. 


Posses were formed and search con- 


tinued throughout the night without 
success. The bandits wore not more 
than 23 years of nge and amateurs, 
according to the officials.

Washington — The underlying pur- 


pose of the unemployment conference 
called by President Harding is to get 
Congress employed. The administra- 
tion realizes that unless the Republi- 
can majority gets busy and passes the 
legislation which is needed to stimulate 
business throughout the country the 
number of jobless folk will increase 
instead of diminish this winter and 
the congressional elections next fall 
may develop considerable danger for 
the party in power. 


Congress is taking a vacation at 


present and the administration reluc- 
tantly consented to the recess. But 
when both houses reconvene the drive 
will begin to clear the calendar ot the 
vital measures which most everybody 
believes will mean better industrial 
and business conditions. Few officials 
can be found who think the mere call- 
ing of an unemployment conference 
can produce jobs for tho idle or food 
for the hungry. The most that can 
be accomplished is the collecting of 
data as to the true conditions of un- 
employment and the laying- of that 
data conspicuously on the doorstep of 
the capitol as a sort of mute warning 
to the republicans that theirs is the 
responsibility for action on pending 
bills. It is for the psychological ef- 
fect that the conference 
is being 


called. 
President Harding wants Congress 


to do ssveral tilings 
which in his 


opinion will speed 
the 
return 
to 


normalcy. 
First, the president wants the pend- 


ing treaty with Gcnnaiiy and Austria 
ratified so that America's foreign re- 
lations will be clarified and trade re- 
sumed with central Europe. 


Second, Mr. Harding wants authori- 


ty given ". once to,/! - >'*;iv tyx^tm 
to arrange With tht. ai.ic-s for the pay- 
ment of interest, and principal on the 
ten billions of dollars owed us. Thus 
it is hoped that by definitely fixing 
tho time of payments the allies will 
bo able to calculate upon the amounts 
they must set aside every year toward 
the payment of tho debt and when the 
allied governments begin to finance 
themselves on a definite basis the val- 
ue ot their currency will increase and 
international exchango which is the 
basis of all trade will tend to become 
equalized. With exchange improved, 
the purchasing power of Europe will 
gradually roturn. Once the purchas- 
ing power 
of Europe is 
ixsstored, 


American surplus goods can bo ex- 
ported and tho firms which 
have 


closed down their factories will want 
to reopen thorn so as to supply Eu- 
rope. Indeed tho international bank- 
ers who have favored, tho League of 
Nations and 
American 
cooperation 


with Europe in 
matters of finance 


have arguod 1hat American far-tones 
would never havo closed down if two 
years ago the United States had rati- 
fied the Versailles treaty and onten d 
into closer financial relationship with 
Europe. 
Howover that may be, the 


fact is the same argument is boing 
made now in behalf of the Hughos- 
Knox treaty, namely, that ratification 
will "stabilize economic conditions" in 
Europe and thus hojp America to sell 
her goods. 
Third, Congress 
has been vainly 


urged to authorize the war finance cor- 
poration to use its funds to pay the 
railroads certain 
sums 
owed them. 


This, it has been 
contended, would 


moon tho placing of a half billion dol- 
lars of money 
into purchases 
for 


equipment and would mean that the 
steel business and other trades affect- 
ed by railroad 
development would 


have to take back many of the men 
they have laid off. 
Mr. Harding plead- 


ed with Conprress to art on the rail- 
road bill before it recessed so that an 
improvement in the industrial situa- 
tion might result, but the senate re- 
fused to allow the ple/i to interfere 
with its plans for a month's vacation. 


Fourth, Congress has debated first 


the tariff and then the revenue bill 
and haft failed to pass either one. Tho 
administration has urged action right 
along contending 
that tho business 


men of the country want 
to know 


what their taxes will be before they 
make, any plans for expansion or the 
reopening 
of factories 
now 
closed 


down. It Is practically as difficult to 
operate a business without knowing 
tho size of the years tax bill as to 
try to set along without knowing from 
week to week or year to year what 
the 
pevroll will b*>. Business peti- 


tioned Congress to hurry up and get 
the tax bill through by July 1 so that 
planning could be done 
during- the 


summer months. Now it will he Inte 
autumn before thorp will he a revenue 
bill. The administration will have to 
keep congress constantly reminded of 
its duty to get results on the tax hill. 
th» passage of which is expected to 
stimulate- business.

shortage of barbers. 


This is the opinion of Appteton bar 


bers 
There are 
only two ways m 


which a man may learn the trade. He 
may &3rve an apprenticeship in a shop 
or he may go to a barber school The 
latter way is beset with many difficul- 
ties and discouragements 
In the first 


place, the state of Wisconsin does not 
recognize barber schools or colleges 
n the second place, the barber trade 
s unfriendly to these schools and bar- 
jers hesitate to hire a man who has 
aken a course with them. 


The barbers declare that the barber 


colleges are operated for purely mer- 
cenary motives 
They frequently ad- 


.ertise that they can teach the trade 
:o a young man in two months This 
s said to be impossible because it 
akes at least three years of constant 
>ractio3 for one to become an adept 
-aroci 
The state board 
of health 


will not issue a barber's license to 
anyone unless he has had thre* years' 
"-actical work in a shop 
This, of 


course, discredits the barber colVeges 
Because as far as state regulations 


are concerned, time spent at school is 
time lost. 


The other way in which one may 


learn the trade is also very doubtful 
The average man does not want a. 
novice hoeing off his whiskers or trim- 
ming his locks 
Many men, declare 


the barbers, would refuse to take the 
chair if they knew on apprentice was 
going to work on them. 


Men feel that they are being- cheat- 


ed because they must pay just as 
much for work done by an apprentice 
as for work done by an expert. This 
is a rule of the union.

TWO TREATIES 


Jji rwent Washington dispatches the 


point hah been made that as a result of the 
new Berlin treaty we tra've sne-h an inter- 
est in the Versailles treaty a^ we never 
had before. That, of course, is inn?. For 
we have made the Versailles agreement a 
part of the new treaty, aoid have passed 
on the former all tho rights that are writ- 
ten into tire latter. If. therefore, the par- 
tits to the Versailles treaty should decide 
TO abrogate it we ^hoiild have—so ir is 
said—no foundation for our rights or for 
the separate treaty with Germany. 
\Vhile 


there is little possibility of abrogation., it 
is nevertheless true that the value of the 
Berlin treaty depends -wholly on the w.ll 
of other powers. "The foundation on 
which the separate pea.^ between the 
United States and Germany rests" would 
almost certainly never "be removed." but 
it would be for the allied powers to say 
whether it should be removed. 
Our in- 


terest, m the Versailles treaty, is therefore, 
direct and vital, for 118 out of its 192 
pages are written into the new treaty. 
There might be a question. TOO. whether 
any considerable changes in the Versailles 
treaty would not have tie effect of at least 
weakening the foundation of our rights. 
The question is an interestincr 
one. 


Secretary Hughes must have feit that 


it. was important to k<-ep the V»"£'.illes 
treaty aliv-e. important from the point of 
view of the United States as. of fiur^. it 
•was. He appears also to have been co-n. 
vinr-ed that it was necessary 1" keep 'the 
League of Nations abve 35 a ero'Ufr "-on- 
e-em—as one of the main props of iLe r.r^a- 
ty of Versailles."" That is. we rest on ihe 
treaty, and the treaty rests on the L-^agu-e. 
The way is left open for this government 
to approve, if it shall so cb'ose. any ac- 
tion of the League of Nations, and to par- 
ticipate or not as it pleases n; the work 
of the reparations commission or of ar.y 
other commission. The privilege of doing 
this is reserved, though no obLgation^is 
incurred. 


It has not been found an easy matter 


to uphold the rights of America against 
Germany in a separate treaty, without any 
reference to wbat has gon? before. 
Mr. 


Hughes found, as any secretary of stale 
careful of the interests of the country 
woold have found, that Germany was al- 
ready a parry to a trc-aty that defined her 
rights and duties, 
established her rela- 


tions to other powers, and limited her free- 
dom of action. The situation was one from 
which it was impossible to escape. The 
secretary has gone as far &s he could. 
without sacrificing the rights or the coun- 
try, in meeting the views of the separate- 
peace faction, and of the irreeoaeilables. 
The country is fortunate in having its 
rights so carefully 
safeguarded, and it 


wifl hope tiiat the foundation on whidi 
they rest, a foundation laid at Versailles.
